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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 11, 12, and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Takahashi et al. (Takahashi) (5,835,284). 

Takahashi discloses in Figure 1, an exposure apparatus comprising a projection 
optical system of catadioptric type (ref. A and B); and an optical element disposed on a 
reciprocating light path being movable to change aberration of the projection optical 
system (col. 6, lines 10-20). Takahashi also discloses correcting astigmatism (col. 3, 
lines 43-53). Takahashi discloses an exposure apparatus comprising a projection optical 
system including a first mirror (Mc) for reflecting light from a light source to define a 
reciprocating light path and a second mirror (Ml) disposed at a position not intercepting a 
path of the light from the light source to the first mirror, for directing light from the first 
mirror along a one-way light path off the reciprocating light path (Fig. 3). 

3. Claims 11-13, 16, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Tanaka et al. (Tanaka) (5,729,331). 

Tanaka discloses in Figure 55, col. 53, lines 30-56 and col. 54 lines 48-65, an 
exposure apparatus comprising a projection optical system of a catadioptric type; and an 
optical element disposed on a reciprocating light path of the projection optical system 
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with the optical element being movable along an optical axis direction. Tanaka discloses 
correcting aberration and astigmatism in col. 31, 37 and 38, and Tanaka discloses 
correcting aberration produced as a result of pressure in col. 52, lines 38-65.
